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DETAILED ACTION 



The Amendment received 3/15/04 (Paper No. 5) was entered. Applicants' Arguments/Remarks 
have been fully considered, with the results set forth as follows. 



1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the; "an input . . .keeping unit", "a 
double-click determining unit", "an information notifying unit", see claim 1, must be shown or 
the features canceled from the claims. No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the

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reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-8 and 1 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bi et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,262,719). 

Bi et al teach a computer system and methods for setting up input devices, the computer 
system comprising: a memory, a processor, and window applications running on the host 
computer 101 for keeping recognition information that allows a double click to be recognized for 
a mouse/a touch panel, for determining consecutive clicks to be a double click, and for notifying 
the double click to the host computer operating system; wherein, the first input device is a mouse 
and the second input device is a digitizer or touch panel 1 10 having a touching unit, which is a 
stylus pen or a user's finger, a double click interval time and a recognition area size for each 
input device are independently set and different, the double click interval time of the mouse is 
less than that of the touch panel (Bi et al explicitly teach the host computer executing windows 
application programs for modifying time (or speed) and distance for emulating and 
differentiating the mouse double click and the pen double click), see figures 1, 4 and 31-36; col. 
5, line 58 to col. 6, line 9, col. 40, line 26 to col. 43, line 3). 

NOTE: a user using Windows applications for setting double click speed (or time) and 
distance (or area) of a mouse button or of a tablet monitor pen, e.g. W1N.INI. of Microsoft 
and/or SONY workstation application programs, is old and well known in the art. In fact, in 
2000, the examiner installed a home computer system, which was a SONY workstation, having a 
pen tablet monitor and windows applications capable of independently setting the speed and 
distance, which are time interval and area, of the mouse and the stylus pen individually. The 
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examiner could provide information regarding to the SONNY computer system later, if 
requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 9-10 and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bi 
et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,262,719). 

Bi et al teach generally all as discussed above. Bi et al also teach the use of a finger for 
the pen, see col. 5, line 58 to col. 6, line 9. Although Bi et al does not teach expressly that the 
stylus pen having a pen tip area smaller than that of a finger tip, and the double click time 
interval for the finger is longer than that of the stylus pen; but these facts are well known in the 
art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to utilize Windows applications as taught by Bi et al discussed above for producing the 
claimed invention because this would make used of readily available software components to 
provide the enhance functionally and adaptability of a computer system having a touch panel 
using stylus pen or finger. By this rationale, claims 9-10 and 14-15 are rejected. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-15 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Conclusion 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. They are US patents and Pub. Nos. 5559943, 6061051, 6424338, 6452617 and 
2002/0080123, which teach mouse/pen or ringer double click apparatus and methods. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
